Underneath the bright sta- 
dium lights, Richard Delgado 
hovered near the bench while 
tossing a football into the air. 

Wearing a green “Mesa Pride” 
T-shirt and camouflage base- 
ball cap, Delgado greeted foot- 
ball players in between practice 
drills, ready to share a laugh or 
lend a hand. 

About 100 feet away, 6-foot- 
tall, blond-haired Tobey Kiendra 
sat on the sideline. His mother, 
Jami Kiendra, kept an eye on 
him from the mostly empty 
bleachers. 

Delgado and Kiendra, two 
Murrieta Mesa High students, 
have found ways to contribute 
to the Rams football team — 
though they can’t play. Delgado, 
17, was born with a heart con- 
dition that prevents him from 
participating in contact sports. 
Kiendra, 16, is autistic. 

As the Rams prepared for 
their biggest game in the school’s 
eight-year history today against 


in Murrieta. 


Glendora High School, players 
talked about the boost they get 
from having Delgado, a senior, 
and Kiendra, a sophomore, with 
the team on the sidelines. 

“It’s just been kind of eye-

opening to see that you can 
love the sport and not play it at 
the same time,” senior lineman 
Aiden Batista said. 

For three seasons, Delgado 
has been the team’s equipment 


manager. 

Born with a heart defect, Del- 
gado earned the name “Miracle 
Baby” after undergoing three 
heart surgeries and spending 
three months in a neonatal in- 
tensive care unit. 

He has been a football fan 
since elementary school. His 
mother, Elizabeth Delgado, said 
he has become “obsessed” with 
the sport. 

As a boy, Richard Delgado 
played noncontact sports such 
as T-ball and flag football but 
had to accept early that his heart 
issues would keep him from ever 
starring on the gridiron. 

“He knew there was nothing 
he could do about it,” Elizabeth 
Delgado said. “He had a real 
difficult time because he really 
wanted to play.” 

At Murrieta Mesa, one of 
Richard Delgado’s teachers 
spoke to the previous football 
coach about him helping the 
team while a sophomore. 

He has been part of the Rams 
ever since. “I do consider them
